PERILOUS TRIP SAFELY. . 


Through the Swirling Waters Below 
the Whirlpool, the Philadelphia 


Cooper Dodges Between Huge Rocks | 


Which Project frem the Surface — 
Proceeds to Lewiston, Where He Is 
Assisted to Shore—Seventh Adven- 
ture in Dangerous River a Success. 


Niagara Falls, N. Y., Aug. 31.—[Special.]— 
Carlisle D. Graham, the Philadelphia cooper, 
swam through the whirlpool rapids of 
Niagara river this afternoon in the presence 
of thousands who lined the banks to witness 
his perilous journey. Graham plunged into 
the water just above Devil's Hole at 3:17 
o’clock and struck put for the middle of the 
river. 

‘He then rode the waves with apparent 
ease until he passed Deyil’s Hole. The cur- 
rent here swerved toward shore and the 
swimmer narrowly escaped a great rock 
shouted in 


gorge railroad, but in a moment he was 
carried back by the rushing waters to the 
center and on down to the whirlpool, . 


_. . Narrowly Misses Big Rocks, 


In making the turn here the river is shal- 
low, the rocks projet, and the voyage is 
dangerous. Graham missed a huge bowlder 
by a small margin. A great wave passed 
over him and he disappeared from view, but 
he reappeared almost instantly, swimming 
Near Lewfkton he reached 
calmer water, and a boat Was sent to bring 
him to shore,

rope and was towed to land. 


Seventh Trip Through Rapids. - 
. This was the seventh time Graham had 
tieked his life in the tumbling waters of the 
Niagara gorge. It was on Sunday, July 11, 
1886, that Graham made his first barrel boat 
trip through the rapids. Three years before 
that, on July 24, 1883, Capt. Matthew Webb, 
the English swimmer, had gone down to death 
in the biggest wave of the rocky cafion of the 
Niagara, and when it was annouaced from 
Philadelphia that a cooper was building a 
barrel In which to voyage through the rapids 


everybody laughed, but he made the trip. 


Previous to this trip ef Graham's the only 
persons who had been through the rapids 
and come out alive were Joel R. Rebinson 
and his associates, McIntyre and Jones, who 
took the Maid of the Mist through the gorge 
on June 6, 1861, “ I'll bet he’s got enough of 
it,”” ‘people said, but to the surprise of all, 


Graham announced a@ second trip, and made 


it on Thursday, Aug. 19, 1886, This time he 
kept his head out of the barrel. 
Deafened by Huge Wave. 
He has never heard a sound in one of his 
ears since that day, a great wave dashing 


upon him and, it is supposed, breaking the. 


ear drum. On his second trip he left the bar- 
rel at.the pool. His third trip was made June 
15, 1887, stopping at the whirlpool. He rested 
two years, and Aug. 25,.1889, he made his 
fourth trip. He used a much smaller barrel, 
and went all the way to Lewiston. 

His fifth trip was made July 14, 1901, on 


which day he was taken from his barrel in 
in a hait suffocated condition, 


‘having been“in the barrel thirty-five min- 
utes on a hot day. On-theafternoon of Sept. 
7, 1901, Graham performed his dual ‘act in 
the waters of the gorge with Maud Willard. 
This was Graham's sixth adventure in the 
‘rapids and’ Miss Willard’s first. She died in 
the barrel. as it floated five hours about the 
currents of the whirlpool. While the bar- 
rel was still In the pool Graham started from 
the whirlpool outlet and swam to Lewiston, 
and thus made the initial swim through that 
portion of the gorge.

Mexico Pays $904,700.. 

“Sir Edward Thornton, the umpire, the 
Mexican and United States delegates dis- 

agreeing, held that the interest of the fund 
should be apportioned equally between the 
church in Upper and Lower California and 
that Mexico ghould pay to the Upper Cali- 
fornia church an annual interest of $43,080, 
which for t ty-one years from Feb. 1, 
1848, to 1869, when ratifications of the claims 
convention wete exchanged, amounted to 
$904,700. This:amount was paid in full. 

“ After that time Mexico made no further 
payments, and’ for twenty-eight years noth- 
ing was donej until 1897, when, on com- 
plaints made by the Roman Catholic bishop 
California, Minister Clayton was in- 
structed to press vigorously for payment of 
over $1,000,000 of withheld interest. Mexico 
repudiated the indebtedness, holding that 
the umpire in 1869 had exceeded his ‘juris- 
diction, which did not extend beyond. the 
time of the treat¥. Asa result of the Pan- 
American conference last Winter and its 
recommendations on the subject of disputes 
between American republics, an agreement 
was reached to refer the case to the interna- 
tional tribunal, the supreme court of the 
world. | 

First International Trial; 

“It is thé first case to be brought to trial 
before this august international tribunal. 
The judges are selected and the case will 
open tomorrow. 

“The thirteen original states agreed in 
1789 to submit their disputes to a Supreme 
court. This Supreme court had cognizance 
of all cases possible of dispute or discussion 
between states, excepting African slavery. 
That exception cost us the civil war. With 
that one exception the Supreme court has 
kept peace between thirteen, thirty-three, 
and now forty-five states, who agreed to sub- 
mit thefr disputes to a Supreme court. 

*“ This’ object lesson is too important to be 
kept out of sight. And the real statésmen of 
the world, such men as theemperor of Russia 
and William McKinley, and Lord Salisbury 
and Andrew UL. White and Dr. de-Martens— 
‘they and men not known by name succeeded 
three years ago in organizing for twenty- 
four ‘nations an international tribunal, of 
which the only duty is the same as one of 
the duties of our Supreme court. 

“The international tribunal consists of 
eighty judges, appointed by the twenty-four 
nations, two, three, four, or five, as the na- 
tion chooses. From these eighty the United 
States has now selected two judges to de- 
termine the ‘ Pius’ case. 

United States has named Sir Edward 
Fry, formeriy chief justice of the Bnglish 
Court of Appeals, and Dr. de Martens of Rus- 
sia. Mexico has named Sefior Chelli, a dis- 
tinguished Italian judge, and Dr. Lohman, 
a. Dutch magistrate of high rank. These | 
will select a fifth judge, which will complete 
the court for this occasion. Neither nation 
may select one of its own citizens or the sub- 
ject of its own sovereign. 

“Dr. Martens has been called the ‘ chief 
justice of christendom’ because he has so - 
often been selected as a member of courts of 
arbitration between nations. He was made 
doctor of laws by Yale university last Octo- 
ber, When I saw Mr. Choate, our ambas@- 
dor to England, present the chief justice of 
American to the chief justice of christendom, 
I felt that was, indeed,an omen of the elv- | 
flization of the new century.”

Ttalian and. Russian Companies Make 
Arrangement to Grab Business 
from German Ships.

LONDON, Aug. 31.—According to intelli- 
gence received from St. Petersburg definite 
. arrangements have been arrived at between 
an Italian company and a committee of the 
Russian volunteer fleet, by which the latter 
is engaging to open a regular line between 
Odessa, Naples, and New York. The volun- 
teer fleet will receive the sum of $40 for each 
emigrant from Naples, and it is thought this 
new enterprise may divert the tide of Russian 
emigration to America from the German 
lines.

I. hurried to the house and 
found the lad in a comatose state. basked 
that Dr. Beil, who is an older practitioner 
than I, be called in. I administered strych- 
nine and bromides to strengthen the heart 
action. When Dr. Bell came we made a 
close ‘examination and found that the neck 
was dislocated and we believed that to be 
the cause of death. Such an injury is one 
that a boy of 9 years might sustain in turn- 
ing somersaults or being struck by a car. 
There was absolutely no trace of poisoning 
of any kind and this in particular was the 
object of our search.” 3 

The boy was alone when he fell on the 
tracks. He was seen to stagger before he 
fell. Dr, Stoeffhaas said that death might 
have been caused by an injury that occurred 
a minute or two before. 


Burial Permit Says Acid Poisoning. 


Immediately after his examination of the 
body and his declaration that carbolic acid 
was the cause of death Dr. Springer notified 
Lieut. Gorman, who hurried to the house. 
A jury 
Downey at 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon 
accepted the certificate of Dr. Springer, and 
a burial permit was issued on the carbolic 
acid theory. The inquest was continued until 
next Baturday. 

Mrs. Mary Sorge, a sieter of Mrs. Clark, 
and formerly a professional nurse, was one 
of the first relatives to reach the Clark home 
after the boy was brought in unconscious. 
She said that she had “had experience with 
earbolic acid, but that she could not find a 
trace of it or any odor that would indicate: 
its presence.

PRESIDENT ON MOB VIOLENCE. 

resident Roosevelt has touched tpon 
many. questions in the addresses he has 
made during lis present tour and has ex- 
t press his views; upon them all elearly, 
=e. tersely, and forcibly after his customary 
= manner, but not one of his utterances has 


@elivered on Saturday upon the growing 
évil of méh violence. His characterization 
mwas timely because almost every day’s news 
enforces its necessity; important, beeanse 
the evil against which he so forcibly iu- 
*eighs thenaces justice and strikes at the 
foots ‘of good government. 

The gist of the president’s views upon this 
Guestion is that mob violence is “ incompat- 
ible with free government, with free and 
prderly liberty in our republic ”; that “ the 
worst wrong that‘can be done to our people 


ebtained by mob rule or violence of any 
hind ”: and that “ anarchy in any shape or 
Swanner—and by anarchy I mean all types 
ee mob yiolence, the violence of one man or 
the violence of many by action against the 
law—anarchy in any shape or way is the 
surest handmaiden of tyranny.” 
The popular tendency towards violence as 

a means towards 4 certain end, whether it 
he to secure property, to better industrial 
or to gratify pérsonal resent- 
ments and race hatreds—a tendency which 
apparently is steadily increasing, justifies 
this strong protest and warning from the 
president. It is time for those in authority 
to speak ont boldly and unmistakably, and 
for those upon whom fests the duty of en- 
Sforcing the law to take measures for its 
rigid and prompt enforcement, so that not 
the slightest pretext wil] remain for mob vio- 
lence. Their duty does not end there. They 
"must be prepared to punish those who in-

SMOKELESS LOCOMOTIVES. 

At the last annual meeting of the Amcr- 
ican Railway Master Mechanics’ associa- 
tion the president, Mr. Waitt, who is super- 
intendent of motive power and rolling stock 
on the New York Central, spoke in terms of 
praise of a device for securing the smokeless 
combustion of coal on locomotives. which 

-had been tested for some months on a num- 
ber of locomotives under his charge. Ina 
recent Jetter to the Engineering News Mr. 


. It is required for all new pas- 
senger equipment, and about ten séts per 


engines. 
The smoke consumer ‘which is spoken of in 


can be applied to any locomotive. Its indi- 
rect advantages are a reduction of the work 
of the fireman; a decrease in thé amount of 
sparks thrown from the stack, and, de- 
creased fouling in the tubes. The direct 
advantages are the consumption of smoke 
and the saving in fuel: One series of tests 
showed a saving of 20 per cent: Another, 
and perhaps a more trustworthy _ test, 
showed a saving of 14 per cent. Where 
economies like this can be secured by stop- 
ping the smoke nuisance the railroad which 
fails to stop that nuisance is standing in its 
own light as Well as in the light of the com- 
munity. 

Many smoke consuming devices for loco- 
motive éngines have been offered to railroad 
managers, have been tested and found either 
worthless or so expensive that their use 
seemed inexpedient. Hereis a device which 
an experienced railroad man says is efficient 
and economical. Why do not the officials of 
the Illinois Central, whose smoking etigines 
are such an intolerable nuisance in Chicago, 
keep up with the times as the New York 


‘tion Of business men and property owners 
of the Second and Third wards, should not 
allow itself to be put off by statements of 
officers of the Illinois Central that the emis- 
sion of offensive smoke by locomotives can- 
not be stopped easily and economically.

IMPORTING A FEW DIAMONDS. 
What the bible says about “ gold, pearls, 
and costly array "’ does not seem to interfere 
much with the business of the men who are 
at present engaged in bringing  precious- 
stones into this country. In one twenty-four 
hours, from noon Aug,- 12 to noon Aug. 13, 
‘the value of the diamonds which passed 
| through the appraiser’s stores in New York 
was $800,000. Not every twenty-four hours 
thakes such a record, but that most days do 
pretty well is shown by the fact that during 
the last fiscal year diamond imports amount- 
ed to nearly $23,000,000. Now, in 1896, 
they were worth only about $5,000,000. It 
is interesting, also, to notice the rise of the 
trade in pendants, necklaces, tiaras, and the 
like. One Maiden lane London firm has 
sold a dozen such ornaments lately to Ameri- 
cans af prices ranging from $35,000 to $200,- 
000. It is whispered, too, that a Boston 
man, whose name is yithheld but who is 
evidently a good fellow and worthy of all 
admiration and imitation, has given his wife 
-a $200,000 diamond, blue in color and 22% 
carats in weight. —

ILE King Victor Emmanuel has 
been paying his long deferred visit 
to the kaiser at Berlin, Quéen Helen 
and his little daughter; Princess

of Monza as the summer residence of Italy's 
ruler. 

The castle is most picturesquely situated 
on a lofty crag, and was in olden times part 
fortress and part monastry. For 200 years it 
has been in the possession of the now reign- 
ing house of Italy, and it wae the favorite 
residence of King Charles Albert of Sardinia, 
who may be said to have modernized it in #0 
far that he rendered it a most luxurious and 
comfortable royal abode.

tremely fond of the place, and the young 
queen in particular, a mountain bred girl, 
finds the bracing air of the highlands of 
Piedmont extremely beneficial to herself and 
also to her baby girl. 

M. Plehve, the ecgar’s minister of the in- 
terior, has received a warning to tie effect 
that he is sentenced to death by the terrorists 
and that he is destined to share the fate of 
his predecessors in office, Sipiaguine and 
Bololiepoff. He is carrying his life in his 
hands, and he realizesit. He knows when he 
wakes every morning that his chance of ever 
seeing the sun set is one that no insurance 
company would care to risk. None the less, 
he goes about his busines#in the most uncon- 
cerned fashion, and apparently without any 
special precautions being taken to insure his 
safety. 

I have on several occasions placed on record 
traits of character of this remarkable and 
scrupulously honest Muscovite statesman, 
who is renowned for his severity. It is true, 
that as under secretary of state for the in- 
terior,’ a@ chief of the state poli and as 
public presecutor he was the terrde of all 
offenders, both criminalband political, and re- 
lentless in tracking them to their lair. But 
he insisted that the police should bring con- 
vineing proof of every charge that they made 
and that every prisoner should be heard in 
his own defense before he was condemned. 
No political offender was ever sent off into 
banishment by him or through his agency 
without having previously received a hear- 
ing. 

y peculiarity about this minister 
is that he hds no patience with dreams or 
dreamers; that he is, above everything else, 
practical, and ‘that he has*no patience for 
all those utopian schemes which, destined 
to better the condition of the people, are 
impossible of execution and merely destined 
to disturb popular sentiment. He admits 
that.there is plenty of room for reform, but: 
declares that the time has not yet come for 
them, and that before everything else it is 
necessary to get the administrative machine 
as it now exists into proper working order. 
He is not reactionary, but rather stationary— 
that is to say, he believes that the difficul- 
ties which confront the government just now 
are sufficiently great without creating addi- 
tional ones by the introduction of reforms. 

At any moment we may hear of his death by 
assassination, and when that time arrives 
the Czar will have lost one of ‘the most 


minions. 

A royal engagement has just been an- 
nounced which is not without a certain 
amount of transatlantic interest. For the 
archduchess Elizabeth of Austria, step-sister 
of Archduke Francis Ferdinand, the heir 
apparent to the Austro-Hungarian throne, 
has betrothed herself to Prince Petgr of 
Alcantara, eldest: son of. the ex-crown 
princess of Brazil and the hope of the mon- 
archical party in Brazil. 

The prince, who was born twenty-seven 
years ago at Rio de Janeiro, has been reared 
partly in France, but chiefly in Austria, 
where he received his military education and 
where he holds a commission of Heutenant in 
a lancer regiment. 

He may be rated, indeed, as among the ex- 
rulers, and as having for a few hours been 
invested with the dignity’of emperor of 
Brazil. For when his grandfather, old Dom 
Pedro, the Brazilian throne in 
November, 1889, he did so in favor of his 
grandson, Prince Peter, the eldest son of his 
eldest daughter, who was, however, forced to 
leave ~ country with him, and proclaimed 
an exile.

ment. The prince, it cannot be dented, is the 
hope of every malcontent, as well as of all 
the old time monarchists, who are exceeding- 
ly numerous, The Brazilian clergy and epis- 
copacy is likewise credited with being de- 
voted to the monarehical cause, and both at 
Paris and a‘ Vienna a-coup @’état in Brazil in 
favor of the restoration of the empire is re- 
garded as one of the possibilities of the situa- 
tion in the-western hemisphere. 

While the cousins of Prince Peter, the sqns 
of his mother's younger sister, have made 
their peace with the government of the re- 
public, abandone@ their pretensions, and re- 
e¢ived from theBrazilian treasury a large 
sum of money as a compensation for the loss 
of their private estates in Brazil, the prince 
himself and his younger brothers have never 
surrendered their claims. 

Prince Péter remains a pretender to the

and possessed of a personal courage and 
daring in which all other monarchical pre- 
tenders seem deficient. Moreover, the fact 
that he is rich and that he is brother-in-law 
of the future empero?f of Austro-Hunga 
contribute to rénder him a subject of anxiety 
to the Brazilian republic, 


While on the subject of Brazil I may men- 
tion. that if the Brazilian republic had ful- 
filled its orfginal intention of sending a spe- 
cial ambassador to London for the corona- 
tion of King Edward, the envoy selected 
would have been that grand old fellow, the - 
viscount de Barbacena, a popular figure in 
London and Paris, and who ‘has just cele- 
brated his 100th birthday, although retaining 
the elasticity and vigor of a man of a little 
over 60. 

The viscount was present at the coronation 
of King George IV. as secretary of the 
Portuguese legation in London, and like- 
wise attended in. an official capacity the 
coronation of William IV. and of Queen Vic- 
toria. Born in 1802, it seems difficult to 
realize that at the time Brazil was merely 
a Portuguese colony, and that it was nbdt 
until at least twenty years later that it rose

| HOW TO BUILD A BRAIN. | 


| FIND TRACES OF HITTITES.| 


New York( Aug. 31.—[{Special.|—Mind art 
is the newest science. It is the art of brain 
building, by the cultivation of which any- 
body may become the architect of his own 
mind machine, rebuilding ft or altering it, as 
he sees fit. 

Prof. Elmér Gates of Washington is the 
originator and teacher of this art. He has 
found out not only how the mind may be 
built to order, but also how character and 
disposition ‘may be improved at will so as to 
traneform bad persons into good persons. 

It i@ all a matter of educating the cells of 
the brain, he claims, which are the physical 
units of mind. The whole brain is a piece 
6f physical mechanism, and, like another 
machine, it may. be built up, Beginning 
with the child, it can be put together bit 
by bit. 


“Every thought that enters the mind,” 
declares Prof. Gates, “is registered in the 
brain by a change in the structure of the 
cells. The change ts a physical change, 
more or less permanent. Think of a cer- 
tain thing a number of tinres every day fora 
month and the result must be a building up 
of that part of the brain In which the matter 
in question is considered. Blood flows to 
that portion of the mind machine and doés 
the constructive work, multiplying and en- 
larging the cells locally. 

“Apply this idea through a systematic 
course of training and-you can educate 4 
child as it ought to be educated. Brain 
puikiing is the science of the future. 

“Nearly all the thinking you do is done 
without your knowingit. Ideas frequently 
leap into the mind as if from nowhere and 
they are likely to be the best ideas.” 


Prof. Gates has applied the theory in his 
own nursery and has obtained amazing re- 
suits from the training of his little boy and 
girl, who an their education before they 
were weaned. A. beginning was made early 
in eultivating the faculty of attention. The 
little girl when she was not able to stand 
aione was taught to give her aftention toa 
certain thing and to keep it fixed upon that 
thing as long as shecould. The little girland 
her brother, long before they could talk, were 
taught to put blocks through holes in wood- 
en box. The holes were of twenty different 
shapes, and the blocks of as many different 
forms, and the children were obliged without 
knowing what they were about, to register in 


concepts. 

. The utilize* of the “ play instinct ” for 
educationa . poses is most valuable dur- 
ing childhood. Prof. Gates used it in many 
other ways. The little boy was taught to 
throw rings at pégs on‘a target, and in this 
way his brain structures governing aim and 
distance were built up. 


“The mind,”’ si: vs Prof. Gates, “can be 
educated only through the senses. Let a 
child be blind from birth, and the part of the 
brain that records the impressions of vision 
will remain rudimentary. Suppose the same 
infant to have been born deaf, and the cen- 
ters of hearing in the brain will be Hkewise 
undeveloped. 

“Let a person devote an hour a day to 
calling up a certain class of uplifting emo- 
tions and memories, which in ordinary life 
are summoned only occasionally. Let him 
do this as regularly as he would take physical 
exercise, and at the end of a month he will 
be able to note a surprising change, which 
will be apparent in all his thoughts, desires, 
and actions. 

“In this way an evil disposition may be 
transformed into one that is good. It is 


mind machine. By the exercise of generosity 
one becomes more .generous. Every good 
action makes one better and every bad action 
does just the opposite. Our mental and 
moral selves are of our own construction, 
and to Know how to build them rightly we 
must understand something of the true psy- 
chology which I have called the mind art.”

Consols fell early in the week owing to 
fears, which proved groundless, of financial 
trouble in the north of England. These 
fears appeared momentarily justified by a 
temporary fall in’ Northeastern railway 
stock and in ‘the, sharestof-a-rather large 
coal and iron- company. -Any difficulties 
there may have been are now removed. 


England did a considerable business in loans, 
chiefly on security of consols. Increased 
pressure was chiefly due to the approaching 
end of the month, but the supply in the 
money market continues short. 

Discount rates hardened appreciably dur- 
ing the last few days: Pressure for money 
was increased to some extent by the occur- 
rence of the fortnightly exchange settle- 
ment,’ which passed off eagily, and also by 
the monthly consol settlement.
